Exdjitor Constftution: In examining the 
first volume of the Journals of the Con- 
tinental Congress, covering the year |774, 
which is just from the press of the fed- 
eral government, I find only twice men- 
tion of Georgia. 

These journals have been compiled and 
edited from the original manuscript rec- 
ords formerly in the state department 
archives, but recently removed to the’ li- 
brary of congress by Worthington 
Chauncey Ford, chief of the division of 
manuscripts. The present edition is of 
but 2,000 copies. The distribution to il- 
braries and institutions and one copy to 
each United States senator and repre- 
sentative will exhaust one-half of the 


wander- | 


edition. The remainder are now on sale 
with the superintendent of documents, 
government printing office, Washington, 
Lb. C. These books will run into fourteen 
or fifteen volumes and appear during 
1904-1910. They are perfectly printed on 
durable paper,

Honor Men at West P7iné. 
(From Harper's Weekly.) 
Chicago, Ills, March 15, 1905.—To the 
Editor of Harper's Weekly—Sir: The 
United States corps of cadets at West 
Point is as representative of the United 
States as is congress. Each congres- 
sional district is entitled to a cadet 
there all the time. The cadets are ar- 


ranged in four classes, according to their 
standing. The standing is determined 
by marks, given for each recitation, for 
each examination, and for general con- 
duct. Annually there is published in 
The United States Army Register a list 
of the first five cadets in each class, 
where born, where appointed from and 
in what they excelled. By act of con- 
gress a star is printed before the name 
in The Official Register and in The Army 
Register, and they are designated as ‘‘dis- 
tinguished cadets.” 

The educators of this country may be 
aware of the following facts, but most 
Americans will be surprised at them. 
An investigation of the records of the 
United States naval academy at An- 
napolis would be interesting to see if the 
same conditions prevail there as at West 
Point. For the twenty years before the 
civil: war no congressional appointee from 
a southern state graduated at the head 
of his class at West Point, although two 
cadets appointed by the president from 
the south did. One of them was the son 
of Colonel Robert E. Lee, of the United 
States army. The Official Register ot 
the United States military academy for 
the year 1904 showed that the head of 
the first class of 124 members was born 
in Mississippi and appointed to the acad- 
emy from Mississippi. The head of the 
gecond class of 116 members was born 
in Georgia and appointed from Georgia. 
The head of the fourth class of 136 mem- 
bers was born in Missouri and appginted 
from Missouri. The head of the third 
class of 86 members was appointed from 
Connecticut, but he, too, was born in @ 
southern state—Missouri. Is this simply 


'a happen so? In slavery days were the

It was not the missing end of the en- 
velope which attracted his attention. It 
was the handwriting upon the back and 
the postmark, both of which were tin 
iain view. The hardwriting was in- 
stantly recognized as was the postmark, 
and for the first time since the post- 
office safe Was rokbed Postmaster Al- 
len’s mind reverted to that Alabama let- 
ter. That letter was right then under his 
observation. 

He shook from the envelope the Con- 
tents, Upon the tabie dropped the notes, 
the op2n account and the letter from his 
Alabama frierd. A close inspection 
showed the package was complete. A 
scrutiny fafled to show any postmark 
other than the one made when the letter 
was mailed him. Speaking of the oecur- 
rencs yesterday morning Postmaster Al- 
len said: 

“That letter was dropped in the postal 
ear at the car shed yesterday morning 
and I guess the postal clerk tossed it in

Morality of Man Who Gives 
to Church Not Considered, 


So Those Who Voted to Accept 
Rockefeller’s Money Defend 
Their Action—Question 
is Debated by Con- 
gregationalists. 


Boston, April 3.—By pre-arrangement, 
the regular weekly meeting of the Con- 
sregationalist members of Boston and 
vicinity considered the question of the 
acceptance of the $100,000 gift from John 
D. Rockefeller to the American board 
of commissioners for foreign missions, 
and the protest of: representatives of the 
ministers of the denomination in New 
England as well as the recent report on 
the question adopted by the prudential 
committee of the American board. Rev, 
BF. A. Noble, D. D., of Chicago, Tepre- 
senting the prudential committee, de- 
fended the action of that committee in ac- 
cepting the gift. The Protestants’ spokes- 
man was Rev. Daniel Evans, of Cam- 
bridge. The meeting hall was over- 
crowded and besides the two principal 
speakers many were heard on both sides 
when the subject was open for general 
discussion. 

Dr. Noble’s principa] contentions were: 

“The American board is not an inqul- 
sitorial body. It was not organized to 
look into the morality of the man who 
makes a gift. 

“The board was orgauized to propagate 
the gospel in heathen lands and the char- 
ter provides that any man who makes a 
bequest shall have it‘carried out. 

“No man has a right to hinder any oth- 
er man who wanted to do good.” 

“The serious national situation created 
by some corporations whose methods 
ané practices are morally iniquitous and 
socially destructive siould alarm’ the 
church. One of the corporafions conspicu- 
ous and notorious for methods and prac- 
tice@ which are morally iniquitious and 
sucially destructive, is the Standard Oil 
Company, whose president is Mr. John D. 
Rockefeller. The facts are in the possess- 
ien of the general public and in the light 
‘of them, our acceptance of the gift and 
our relation to Mr. Rockefeller are being 
judgéd by the plain people. 

“It cannot be overlooked that the pru- 
dential committee, as representing the 
is but the organ of the church 
in its missionary operations. We ask the 


prudential committee, as an organ of the 
church, not to involve the church in 
tungling alllances with opposing interests 
and antagonistic forces. The church, of 
which the board is a representative be- 
fore the public, must be kept free to 
Strike her blow and speak her rebuke 
against corporate evils and free to be 
the leader and inspirer of those who in 
many organized ways are fighting the 
battle of social righteousness.”’ 


CONFERENCE A BIG SUCCESS. 


No Services Will be Held at Baptist 
Tabernacle During this 
Week, 

The tabernacle Bible conference is over 
and the people of the tabernacle are to 
be given a complete week of rest, so far 
as geervices are concerned. Dr. Brough- 
ton announced Sunday night that no ser- 
vices of any nature would be held in his 

church this week. 

The conference has had the most suc: 
cessful time of any of the seven which 
have been held. Many hundreds more 
attended from a distance than have ever 
attended before and the local interest 
was *he greatest ever known. 

Although the tabernacle has been en- 
larged to a seating capacity of nearly 
5,000, the audience filled it full to over- 
flowing and on the last night of the con- 
ference at least 1,500 people were turn- 
ed away for even the want of standing 
room. 


After a Heated Discussion Ministers 
Withdraw Support of Their As- 
sociation, But Matter Will 


Probably Have Inter- 
esting Sequel. 


The resolution indorsing the Associated 
Charities of Atlanta was yesterday re- 
scinded by the Atlanta Evangelical Min- 
isters’ Association at a lively meeting of 
that body, held yesterday. morning. in the 
lecture room of the First Baptist church. 

The fight on the resolution was led 
by Rev. Len G. Broughton, and rumor 
had it that in the event the association 
voted against him and permitted the res- 
olution to stand his resignation from the 
association would be immediately forth- 
coming. On this account the meeting 
was of peculiar interest. 

The reconsideration of the resolution, 
resulting in its final defeat, was hailed 
as a victory by the supporters of Dr. 
Broughton, although some ef the min- 
isters who voted in the end against the 
resolution stated expressly that they in- 
dorsed and favored the resolution per se, 
but considered it in conflict with the 
constitution of the munisters’ associa- 
tion. 

There is, on the other hand, a number 
of ministers who are dissatisfied with 
the final action of the association. and, 
it was stated yesterday, several of these 
announced that hereafter they would not 
participate in the meetings of the minis- 
ters’ association. 

Besides reconsidering the charities res- 
Olution and rescinding the former action 
on that, the ministers elected two new 
members of their organization, these be- 
ing Dr. Junius W. Millard and Rev. Mr. 
McPherson, pastor of the Glenn Street 
Baptist church. 

As was anticipated, however, the main 
matter to come up before the associa- 
tion was that of the motion passed at 
the last meeting indorsing the associated 
charities, 

Rev, A. R. Holderby, D. D., who has 
been an ardent supporter of the charity 
movement and gyho voted for the pas- 
@ge of the resolution; said that he de- 
sired to call for a reconsideration as he 
had discovered that |

CAill indorsed the char- 

ity movement, 4nd as an individual he 

would work for it; but that he could not 
and did not take his church into it. 


Discussion Was Heated. 

Before there was a second } for Dr. 
Holderby’s motion, Dr. John KE. White 
arose and offered a resolution which he 
had written out, and which was to the 
effect chat inasmuch as the resolution of 
the previous meeting was contrary to the 
constitution, it was rescinded, but that 
this action did not mean that the assv- 
ciation desired in any manner to discour- 
age the work of the assoctated charities. 

This resolution did not seem to meet 
with the approval of those whom it was 
intended to pacify, and a heated discus- 
sion followed. 

Dr. Broughton stated to the conference 
that the resolution failed to accomplish 
the purpose for which it was intended. 

At this juncture Dr. White arose and 
said that he had offered the resolution 
in a spirit of peace and Christian fel- 
lowship, hoping that it would be ac- 
cepted as such, and not because he 
felt any differenly than before, but that 
if Dr. Broughton forced the issue he 
was ready to fight ft.

in favor of Dr. Bridewell’s substitute for 
Dr. White’s motion. This leaves the mat- 
ter where it was before the resolution of 
‘a month ago. 

It is probable that a majority of the 
members of the association are in sym- 
pathy with the Associated Charities’ 
movement, but it was the universal opin- 
icn that some compromise measure ought 
to be adopted and Dr. White’s measure 
would probably have received the sup- 
port of all the members who favored the 
charity, but the majority present. were 
of thé opinion that the meeting should 
simply rescind its action without com- 
ment, 

Rev. Frank Bakes, the pastor of the 
Wesley Tabernacle, and the author of 
the resolution indorsing the Charity As- 
sociation, was compelled to leave the 
meeting but before he left he stated that 
he was not of the opinion that the body 
snould change its former action. It ig 
contended with much spirit by a number
